France Buries All Its Citizens. 


It is the law in France for the govern- 


ment to bury all of its citizens. In that 
country funerals are a government monop- 
oly, 
and the undertakers are military of- 


ficers, ranking usually as majors or cap- 
tains. The finer the funeral tbe higher 
the rank of the official in charge, who is 
dressed, as a rule, in black velvet, with 
much gold lace, a sword and a cockade. 
The burial bureau in Paris occupies one of 
tbe largest buildings in the world. If you 
die there your relatives and friends are not 
consulted at all as to your funeral. The 
bureau upon receiving report of your death 
through, the police takes its own steps to 
find out the social position and means of 
your family. 


In accordance with its information on 


these points the funeral is ordered. If the 
bureau decides that you ought to have a 
first class funeral you are compelled to 
have it whether or no, and if it is not paid 
for promptly the family goods will be con- 
fiscated. The sort ot funeral chosen for 
you will be one of eleven classes, as the bu- 
reau may direct, the expense descending 
from 15,000 for a a first class burial to 112 
for a tenth class interment. Paupers come 
in the eleventh class and are put under- 
ground for nothing. — Cor. Washington 
Star. 


Dliposal of Sewage,

Even in the city of 
Jerusalem this system was in operation in 
the days of Solomon, and modern engin- 
eers have discovered the remains of the 
system, and thus proved an interesting 
fact as to which history was silent save for 
a few vague pbrases hero and there.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

Dragon Tree*. 
' 


The vegetable and plant life on the Ca- 


nary Islands has not so luxurious a growth 
as that which is found on the Madeiras. 
Nevertheless there is a great variety of in- 
teresting plants which well repay the 
tention of botanists, and some parts of 
islands are like beautiful gardens. 


Of all the botanical wonders which can 


be seen there the one which is perhaps 
most worthy of special mention is tie 
dragon tree (dracama draco). Alexander 
von Humboldt was the first one to direct 
attention to this gigantic tree. 


The example of this kind of tree which 


was measured by him was in the garden 
region of Orotava, on tbe northern coast of 
the island of Teneriffe, and had a trunk 
circumference of seventy-nine feet. H«m- 
boldt reckoned its age to be ten thousand 
years, but the latest critical researches 
prove that be placed the ago much too high. 


The next largest tree of this species which 


is known today is tbe dragon tree of fcod 
de los Binos, on the western coast of Ten- 
eriffe. 


This tree was carefully measured in 1857, 


and again in 1884. The first time the cir- 
cumference of the trunk, at tbe height of 
a little less than three meters from the 
ground, was found to be nine and one-half 
meters; twenty-seven years later it was 
eleven meters, seventy centimeters, more 
than thirty-eight feet. The tree, therefore, 
has been proved to increase in size much 
more rapidly than Humboldt supposed.

A. Weir 
Gilkeson, Esq., read &n gxcellent paper upon 
the subject, from which we ty^t? .toe follow- 
ing extracts : 


The essential requisites of a community 


are pure water, healthy atmosphere, ade- 
quate drainage, lighted streets, sufficient 
police and well ordered highways. 


The relative importance of tlieseessuntlall 


varies according to the size of the pommu.- 
nity—small communities may do without. 
some of them, but large ones must have them 
all; to great populations they became not 
only necessities of intercourse, but even of 
health and Hfe, 


lirislol is still small enough to deal with 


them one at a time, and to »?ojd, in a large 
measure, to* complicated questions that 
arise, wbeu tie consideration of one ov«r> 
lape and runs into the others. But tlte 
growth of tlie town warm us that before 
many years roll by we will bare to deal wi^b, 
all these questions, and since the possession 
of all these essentials in itUe highest, attain- 
able degree of perfection, has a direct rela- 
tion to health aod prosperity, no subjects 


can be more properly considered by a body 
whose object is Ihe public good, than these 
six conditions of general prosperity, 


1 invite your attention this evening to one 


of them, which though mentioned last, is by 
no means the least uf the requirements of a 
prosperous community, that of well ordered 
highways. 
"Highways are the veins and 


arteries of the body politic." 
They are the 


first requisite of intercourse. 
Without them 


no intercourse in possible, with them to per- 
fect ion. all intercourse is not only possible 
but delightful. 
In proportion as the high- 


ways of u country are good or bad, just in 
thut proportion are commodities cheaper, the 
average of labor lighter, luxuries 
more 


readily obtainable, laud more valuable und 
easier of development, and life in general 
mure worth living. 
With it pour road from 


the larni lo the metropolis the tanner uses 
four horse1? and cunsiimeM a day in getting a 
loud of hay to the market, und willi a good 
roaJ he uses two horses und C'on 
unini:H half 


Hie time. 
In "the good old days" when 


eveiyllnng was cheap and all men viitiious 
—when wo dressed in jeans at six cents u 
ynrd, thai a subsidy of six dollars a yard 
would not induce us to wcur to d-iy, when 
footpads swarmed in the streets of cities, 
ami every farmer ran liij individual whhky 
mill, it took two clays and cost four dollars 
to get from Philadelphia to New York by 
slug3, and the process of going was equal iu 
physical discomfort to the tortures of the 
inquisition. 
That perfection 
of modern 


roads, Ihe railroad, has reduced the time to 
two hours and a half ami the fure to (wo 
dollars and a half, changed the journey fiom 
u lu-ik to a recreation, and has rendered it 
pub.iihlc for thousands insleuJ of duzcnx lo 
PH«H between the cities. 


The same development 1ms taken place in 


Hie Hlreuls of cities, and has increased anil 
developed local Irallic lo such aa extent Unit 
a return to the former muddy and rally 
thoroughfares for any of the great cities, 
would be a calamity us far reaching iu its 
consequences, and fraught with as much 
actual loss, as would be an epidemic of Asi- 
atic cholera. 


And yet, great as has been the change, 


there is still vast room for improvement. 
Absolutely good streets are the exceptiori and 
not the rule. The public, as a rule, are not 
only slningcly apathetic, but more strange 
still, arc actually averse to exercising the 
wisest economy in the building and main- 
tenance of streets. 
,Just why, is one of the 


unsolved problems of the age. 
No one sub- 


ject of municipal care is more prolific of 
waited money, and for what earthly reason 
this should be so is one of the things that 


no fellow can find out"—in fact, it most 


emphatically should not be go. 
Why should 


we citizens of Bristol continue to recklessly 
throw away Ihe money that we annually do? 
Knmigh-money has been wasted upon badly 
constructed street work, and in worse nc- 
gleol ot what has bee,n done, to have made 
Bristol, within the twenty years past, the 
best Directed town in the commonwealth. 
About six or eight years ago Mill street was 
macadamized, it is now no better than an or- 
dinary dirt road. 
Radcliffe street was built 


in a manner that would last forever if prop- 
erly taken care of, but not a shovel full of 
topping has been put on to supply the place 
of the loose dirt that has come off, and the 
street is now rapidly wearing out. 
Buckley 


streel was worked at lasl year j al the pres- 
ent time Ihe road metal is scattered over the 
surface, deep niU mark the side of the 
street, while Ihe middle is adorned by an 
loiigaled grave, in which the water main 
was huried, almost as soon us the macada- 
iii/.ing was completed. 


and neglected so-called McAdam roads last 
H long as they do. 


Enough has been said to indicate that 


while there is very much more to say, it 
quite apparent that the subject presents n 
insurmountable or excessively expensive di: 
ficuhieff. It only remains to consider wha 
can be done to secure better streets for ou 
town. The first step is to give to a compe- 
tent workman the position of foreman of th 
streets, whose duty shall be to constantly iu 
sped Die streets and attend to the small re 
pairs, and acting under the street couiruitte 
to superintend the construction uf all new 
streets. It should be a settled policy to re 
lain him iu office as lung as he behaves him 
self well. 
The knowledge gained by this 


uian would be of great service tc> the s'tree 
committee iu enabling them to intelligently 
distribute their appropriation. 
Nothing o 


any consequence iu the line of itnprovemen: 
can be expected when the work is entirely 
iu the hands of a committee that changes 
each year. 
A man has just about time to 


get thoroughly familiar with the require- 
ments of the work, aud with hia fellow oom- 
milteenicu, when the (ommittee is reorgan- 
ized and all the plans lhat may have been 
made arc upset. Any business man here 
would listen with astonishment to a propo- 
sition that he should each year change some 
capable and trusted employee and put in a 
green hand, yet this is precisely what we do 
m our public wotk, aud the result is just 
what we ought to expect. 
We complain at 


the tax rate, aud at the lack of results for 
money expended, criticising the councilman 
for incompetence or neglect and utterly refuse 
tu sec that the fault is not iu tin, least with 
men, but entirely with the method. Aguiti, 
more stringent regulations should be adoptod 
and more important still, rigidly enforced 
with regard to the digging up of the streets. 
Here again a foreman would be invaluable, 
if clothed with police powers, and given es- 
pecial.chargeof enforcing all Ordinances re- 
lating to streets, obstructions and nuisances 
upon the streets. It should be a settled pol- 
icy to do a little new work each year and to 
do this work with some method. 
No street 


should be McAdauiized, until the gas and 
water mains tire laid if it can possibly be 
avoided. 
Nor should streets of little travel 


be built of full width. Mulberry street for 
instance while much used for a road to the 


Roads arc constructed in a groat variety 


f ways and with a great variety of materials. 


Gravel, iron slag, sand, broken stone, con- 
crete and other things for foundation, with 
he same, aud with blocks of iron, of wood, 
if stone or of bricks for top finish, to say 
lothing of the dozen or more compounds 
Vom the tarry fly trap to the rocky concrete 
hat pass under the general name of asphalt. 
l seems to be admitted that for the average 
country town, with exceptions in the case of 
certain much travelled streets, the broken 
itonn road, is the best; and it possesses the 
.dvantage of being all ready for future de- 
elopment into a concrete road if such is de- 
ired. 
Let us consider then for a moment 


lie broken stone road. Two kinds are used, 
tuowri respectively as the McAdam and the 
'elford, from the mimes of the men who 
rought them into prominence in England 
u the early part of the present century. A 
trge proportion of broken stone roads how- 
ver as constructed, would be indignantly 
epudinted by both McAdam and Telford. 
he entire difference between Ihe two con- 
ists in a difference in the first layer of stone 
ut down. 
McAdam began with the broken 


one spread upon the ground at once, while 
elford set first an inegular pavement of 
irger stones tightly wedged and well built, 
or Ihe broken stone to rest upon. It is un- 
eecssary to go into the arguments for and 
gainst each of the two methods. Either is 
ood, though the concensus of opinion among 
ngmeers seems to be in favor of the Telford 
icthod, which is slightly cheaper by the 
itference between the cost of setting the 
rst pavement and the cost of breaking the 
aine amount of stone. I should say, how- 
ver, 
that there is perhaps more rpom for 


DO:- work in setting the Telford pavement, 
ban in spreading the McAdam layer. 
The 


rst layer of stone being on, the process is 
10 same in eaoh case, broken s'one being 
>read and rolled or pounded in successive 
lyers until the proper depth is obtained, 
hou the surface is dressed with gravel or 
ery finely broken stone and the whole well 
ulered aud rolled as solid as possible. The 
tone should be not soft enough to crumble 
or brittle enough to break—a hard tough 
tone making the best metal. 
More impor- 


nil even than kind, is size, which should 
e small enough to accomplish the purpose 
' binding the whole mass together. If the 
ieces are too small they will not bind at all, 
ut will slip and turn, keeping constantly 
nsettled, while if too larga, pressure will 
urn them on edge and allow other pieces to 
et under them, when further pressure re- 
ults in wedging and prying them upward 
nlil the stoue that is too large conies to the 
urface as surely and almost as quickly as 
'ie seed leaves of a lima bean when planted 
i the garden. This binding together is dif- 
cult to explain in words, but it is very easy 
i comprehend how a mass of small angular 
ones will, under pressure, 
become so 


edged among themselves as to become al- 
ma l as hard aa n single stone, possessing 
owever more elasticity than a siuglu block 
f stoue would have. 
The proper size is 


uch as will pass through a ring from one 
nd a half to two and a half inches in diam- 
ter at the utmost; as frequently construct- 
d however the size varies from that which 
jll pass through a finger ring to that which 
light get I hf-Qtigh a bucket hoop, all jammed 
ogelher and spread to the final thickness in 
ne job.

job of McAdamizing will ever stand for any 
reasonable length of time the grinding and 
boring process to which the road bed of this 
section is subjected by the turning of loaded 
teams at the railroad sidings. 


As road metal would be constantly wanted, 


a supply of stone should be kept on hand 
and applied to the solution of the tramp 
problem. 
I am aware that the suggestion 


of putting tramps at work is not received 
with popular approval. 
It is said to take 


bread out of the mouths of the deserving 
poor, and whenever there is any politica 
significance attached to the consideration 01 
the question, it resulis in our keeping on in 
quite submission lo the constant small dep- 
redations, aud the occasional outrages, of a 
large army of most undeserving poor. In my 
opinion the question if resolutely grasped, 
would prove like a nettle—the sling would 
nol be lucre.

venture to assert thrt in six short months 
tramps would dread Bristol worse than small- 
pox and avoid the town with more care than 
the disease. 


The tramp matter would then be settled 


aud the breaking of stone at fair wages 
would furnish winter work for needy citizens. 


A careful and correct account of all street 


expenditures in systematic manner, should 
be kept, and where different methods of 
street building were tried, an accuiate record 
should enable us to compare results and thus 
ascertain the most economical methods. 


Incidental to the matter of street work, 


should be Ihe keeping of proper width for 
the sidewalks, by the repeal of the existing 
ordinance allowing an encroachment of four 
feet for porches. 
The entire length of Mill 


street on the northeast side is useless to the 
public for four feet of the width of the side- 
walk, by reason of tlie operation of this re- 
markable ordinance. The lines of the streets 
should be difiuateiy ascertained and marked 
with stone monuments, and at each corner a 
sign should tell the stranger where lie is, and 
for our better convenience the houses should 
be numbered in systematic order. 
These 


matters have been considered by Council. 
The first failed for the reason that the Street 
Committee was entirely changed before it 
could be carried out, and the last has so far 
slept because there has been no money that 
could be used for the purpose. 


There is nolhing Uiopian in all this. 


Everything mentioned has baen done some. 
where else times without number. It is true 
that I know of no'town the site uf ours 
where the entire subject has met with carer 
ful and intelligent treatment, but to my mind 
(his is precisely the best reason for our doing 
it, instead of being an exoure. for not doing it. 


Nothing however will be done, unless Ihe 


inexorable demands of public opinion re- 
quire that it shall be done. 
The office of 


the Board of Trocle is to create and develop 
that public opinion, and if we do nothing 
else, we shall not have formed the organiza- 
tion in vain. 


At the conclusion of the reading the ad- 


dress was heartily applauded, and on motion 
the paper waa received and filed, and a rote 
of thanks tendered to Mr. Gilkeson.

The unfortunate case of the mind read- 


er, Bisliop, upou whom a too previous 
autopsy was performed, is likely to effect 
a lasting good if, humanity. Before it oc- 
curred coses of apparent yet not real death 
were held to be so extremely rare that not 
one in a thousand of the sensational re- 
ports of siK-li were believed by physicians 
to have any foundation whatever; but 
they have been carefully studying the sub- 
ject and making thorough investigations, 
and the most of them are now ready to ac- 
cept that persons are too often considered 
as beiriK dead when they are not so in real- 
ity. Many such coses, absolutely authen- 
tic, have been reported. 


Dr. Clark, of Indianapolis, tells of sev- 


eral recent cases in his section. Ouu was 
that of a woman iu Steuhern-ille, O., who 
was pronounced dead by 6,ix physicians, 
and yet life returned after fourteen days. 
Another, or a woman in St. Louis, in 
whom only a slight sign of life was acci- 
dentally discovered just before the coffin 
was to be closed. M. Brouardel, a French 
pnyslcian, has written upon this subject 
and brought out much of interest. He 
considers that the newly bom, also young 
children and agod and enfeebled persons, 
are especially predisposed to apparent 
death. He believes that in infectious dis- 
eases and algid fevers there are a good 
many examples of resurrection; the pto- 
maines he considers to have characteristic 
auffisthetic 
properties; injected into a 


frog, the latter assumes any given cata- 
leptic properties that may be desired. 


The physician is most apt to be deceived 


by hysterical persons, who are capable of 
living like hibernating animals. In per- 
sons convalescing from grave diseases syn- 
cope is easily induced at the moment the 
patient rises; the deficient cerebral circula- 
tion and venous stagnation in the lower

THE DEAD BROUGHT BACK TO LIFE. 


During the p.ist two years many cases of 


recovery after apparent death from elec- 
tricity have been reported, and in some of 
them there was no sign of Ufa for be- 
tween two and three hours. M. Leistor re- 
corded seven cases where the subjects, 
under the action of lightning, had re- 
mained apparently dead for periods vary- 
ing from several minutes to thr»e horrs 
Physicians -who took the oilcrvations 
stated that no pulse could be felt at all, 
the excitation having been strong enough 
to stop the heart's action. A few years 
ago scarcely a physician cpuld bo found 
who believed it possible fop a person to re- 
turn to life after having been buried even 
for » day. But now the fact finds ready 
acceptance that people have been buried 
from eight to fifteen days and yet been re- 
suscitated. 


An interesting and physiological fact 


bearing upon this subject has recently 
been brought out by experiments upon 
dogs with curare, tlie substance which tho 
South American Indian uses to poison his 
arrows. This poison paralyzes the lungs 
first and afterward the heart, ana when 
given to dogs they generally fall apparent- 
ly dead within five minutes. But in all 
Instances where artificial respiration was 
commenced before the heart stopped and 
persisted in for a sufficient length of time 
recovery took place, the heart being by 
this means kept at work until the poison 
was eliminated by tho lung. Accidents in 
which occur much the same physiological 
changes as are produced by curare are not 
very infrequent, and from these conclu- 
sions of value can be drawn. Deaths un- 
der chloroform and ether are occasionally 
reported. In this class of cases the hope 
of resuscitation would seem to be even 
greater than is usual in those of sudden

4 he prevailing form of vegetation in these 
heated waters is algas. Diatoms also oc- 
cur, but sparingly. They have been found 
in Nevada at a temperature at which the 
vegetation of hot springs is most flourish- 
ing, but usually occur in great abundance 
in the cooled waters of hot springs.

WHAT PHYSICIANS MIGHT IK). 


The doctor is usually informed of tlie 


unhappy occurrence; seldom, however 
until several hours afterward, the princi- 
pal object of notifying him being to pre- 
vent his making another visit. 
Very 


likely, in consequence of this custom, many 
lives are lost which might be saved were 
the physician called at once and efforts to 
resuscitate were made by him. 


There is one point to be considered in 


this connection. In cases of sickness people 
generally show tho least possible sense. It 
is a notorious fact that in every case of 
death, except from some such chronic dis- 
ease as consumption or cancer, they will 
lay the blame on the attending physician, 
if it is a possible thing to do. Were he 
called in directly after a patient of his had 
died and he at once employed artificial 
respiration or tried to stimulate the heart 
by hypodermic injections the chances are 
that the relatives and friends would jump 
to the conclusion that he had been, giving 
a medicine in overdoses, and had poisoned 
(n, consequence and, was now endeavoring 
tq resuscitate his victim. The more intel- 
ligent reader would, think this absurd, and 
yet a few years in the practice of medicine 
would convince him to the contrary. 


Dr. Clark, in advising young physicians, 


urges them in cases of death by drowning 
not to fail to use electricity in their efforts 
to resuscitate. He says that a fine point of 
differentiation as to the probability of re 
suscitation in a case of drowning is wheth- 
er it was suicidal or accidental, for a sui- 
cide cannot be saved after five minutes of
